The  Fiftieth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Georgia  assembled  in  Trinity  church, 
Columbus,  Georgia.

Hunter,  Rector  of  Trinity 
church,  Columbus,  reading  the  epistle.

BISHOP’S  ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

May  10,  1871.  I  gave  letter  dimissory  to  Rev.  Joseph  II.  Cross, 
D.  D.,  to  the  Diocese  of  Missouri;  also,  to  Mr.  W.  S.  Spiers  (can¬ 
didate  for  holy  orders)  to  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 
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May  13.  I  confirmed  in  private  in  the  City  of  Rome  one. 

May  14.  I  held  morning  service,  and  administered  Holy  Com¬ 
munion,  assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Clarke,  of  Augusta,  and  Rev. 
Drs.  Williams  and  Henderson,  in  St.  Peter’s,  Rome;  confirmed 
sixteen,  and  addressed  the  candidates.  In  the  evening  I  held 
sei'vice  in  the  same  church,  assisted  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Brown  and 
Hunter,  and  preached. 

May  15.  I  held  evening  service,  assisted  by  Rev.  Messrs. 
Rees,  Eppes,  and  Drysdale,  preached,  confirmed  eight,  and 
baptized  one  child,  in  St.  Mark’s  church,  Dalton.  I  rejoice  to 
state  that  the  congregation  in  Dalton,  after  many  trials,  are  in 
possession  of  a  handsome  gothic  church.  I  hope,  very  soon,  to 
have  it  in  my  power  to  consecrate  it. 

May  18.  Held  morning  service,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev. 
Dr.  Mitchell,  in  Christ  church,  Savannah. 

May  21.  Held  morning  service,  and  lectured,  in  St.  John’s 
chapel,  Savannah.  In  the  evening  I  held  service,  and  lectured, 
in  St.  John’s  church,  Savannah. 

May  28.  Held  morning  service,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  Christ  church,  Savannah. 
In  the  evening  held  service,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  in  St.  John’s 
church,  Savannah. 

May  31.  I  confirmed  in  private  one  in  Atlanta. 

June  4.  The  Rector  being  sick,  I  held  evening  service, 
assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Stanley,  in  St.  John’s  church,  Savannah. 

June  7.  Performed  marriage  service  in  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Augusta. 

June  9.  Gave  letter  dimissory  to  Rev.  H.  A.  Skinner  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland.  On  the 
same  day  I  received  notice  of  the  degradation  from  the  sacred 
ministry  of  Rev.  Charles  E.  Cheney,  of  the  Diocese  of  Illinois. 

June  11.  Held  morning  service,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  in 
Christ  church,  Savannah. 

June  1G.  I  took  part,  with  the  Rector  and  Rev.  Dr.  Benedict, 
in  the  burial  service  of  Commodore  Tatnall,  and  delivered  a 
funeral  oration. 

June  18.  Held  morning  service  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Hunter,  and  Rev. 
Messrs.  Clarke  and  Neely,  preached,  and  confirmed  eight,  in  the 
Church  of  the  Atonement,  Augusta.  In  the  evening,  held  service, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Clarke,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Hunter 
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and  Neely,  preached,  and  confirmed  eleven,  in  St.  Paul’s 
Augusta. 

June  19.  Held  morning-  service,  assisted  by  Eev.  Mr.  Clarke, 
preached,  and  confirmed  one,  in  the  Presbyterian  church, 
Waynesboro. 

June  24.  Tins  Rector  being  absent,  I  held  evening  service  in 
Christ  church,  Savannah.

We  can  not,  I  think, 
contemplate  her  future  without  feelings  of  joy  and  thankfulness, 
and  yet  it  must  bo  confessed  that  our  rejoicing  is  not  a  little 
checked  when  we  look  at  our  own  work  during  the  past  year. 
The  Church  in  Georgia  has  not  exhibited  the  zeal  or  success 
which  we  had  a  right  to  expect. 

I  do  not  undertake  to  point  out  the  causes  of  this;  I  mention 
it  with  the  simple  statement  that  I  think  it  should  cause  in  us 
serious  heart-searchings.  A  work  is  given  us  to  do — that  work 
seems  to  flag — why  is  this?  This  question  we  should  ask  and 
answer  each  for  himself. 

The  missions  of  the  Diocese  are  a  cause  of  no  little  anxiety  to 
me.  We  need  both  men  and  means- — the  former  can  not  be  had 
without  the  latter.  How  to  obtain  the  means,  so  that  we  may 
invite  the  men,  is  and  has  been  our  great  difficulty  ever  since  I 
have  been  in  the  Diocese.  Missionary  meetings  do  very  well  to 
meet  an  occasional  emergency,  but  a  permanent  work  can  not  be 
carried  on  by  such  instrumentalities.  The  income  must  be  as 
steady  and  certain  as  the  expenditure.  Missionary  meetings 
depend  for  their  success  upon  the  ability  of  the  speakers  to  excite 
in  their  audience  a  profound  interest  in  the  work:  under  the 
influence  of  the  excitement  men  give  liberally;  if  there  be  little 
or  no  excitement  the  gifts  are  small.  While,  therefore,  I  desire 
to  encourage  these  efforts,  it  must  be  evident  that  of  themselves 
they  are  totally  insufficient.  The  quarterly  offerings  taken  in  the 
churches,  by  order  of  the  Convention,  have  been,  so  far,  our  chief 
and  well  nigh  only  dependence — and  yet  they  by  no  means  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  Diocese.  The  reason  is  evident:  the 
smaller  parishes  are  severely  taxed  to  meet  their  necessary  ex¬ 
penses,  as,  for  example.  Hector’s  and  Bishop’s  salaries,  Permanent 
Episcopal  Fund,  Fund  for  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased 
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clergymen,  Infirm  Clergy  fund,  and  the  expenses  of  fuel,  light, 
etc.  To  these  may  be  added  offerings  for  domestic  and  foreign 
missions.  The  small  amounts  which  these  weak  parishes  can 
raise  being  divided  among  the  above  mentioned  objects,  but  little 
is  left  for  Diocesan  missions,  while  the  larger  parishes,  in  addition 
to  all  this,  are,  many  of  them,  burdened  with  debt.  Granting, 
therefore,  that  the  parishes  give  liberally,  it  is  not  surprising  that 
the  amounts  devoted  to  Diocesan  missions  are  small — far  too 
small  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  the  Church.  Missions  are 
the  outward  manifestations  of  the  aggressive  spirit  of  the  Church, 
of  her  willingness  to  obey  the  Master’s  injunction  to  “preach  the 
Gospel  to  every  creature.”  Faithfulness  in  the  Church  is  not  to 
be  known  merely  or  mainly  by  our  devotion  to  parish  work,  but 
by  our  activity  in  sending  the  good  tidings  of  salvation  to  those 
who  are  beyond  the  reach  of  parochial  influence.  The  question 
of  missions  is,  therefore,  a  vital  one;  it  is  the  question  of  our 
faithfulness  as  stewards.  How  can  we  meet  the  demands  made 
upon  us  and  thus  prove  ourselves  faithful  ?  I  trust  that  you  will 
give  to  this  subject  your  serious  and  prayerful  attention.  During 
the  past  winter  I  have  tried  the  experiment  of  introducing 
mite-boxes  into  some  of  the  parishes.  The  reports  of  the  Rectors 
will  show  you  that  the  trial  has  met  with  astonishing  success. 
The  offerings  required  by  the  Convention  have  not  been  inter¬ 
fered  with,  and  yet  the  income  from  the  nftte-boxes  has  more 
than  doubled  that  from  the  quarterly  offerings.  I  do  believe  that 
if  the  Rectors  and  you,  my  brethren  of  the  Laity,  will  aid  and 
encourage  this  movement  for  one  year,  you  will  see  such  results 
as  will  satisfy  you  that  the  difficulty  of  Diocesan  missions  is 
solved. 

Section  III  of  Canon  7  requires  that  “  no  Deacon,  who  shall 
not  have  passed  the  examinations  required  for  Priest’s  Orders, 
shall  be  transferred  to  another  Diocese  without  the  written  re¬ 
quest  of  the  Bishop  to  whose  jurisdiction  he  is  to  be  transferred.” 
For  many  reasons,  which  need  not  be  mentioned,  I  wish  to  state 
that,  until  the  above  mentioned  examinations  be  passed,  no 
Deacon  in  this  Diocese,  except  under  extraordinary  circumstances, 
will  be  transferred  to  any  other  Diocese. 

The  Appleton  Church  Home  is,  I  believe,  steadily  winning 
its  way  to  the  hearts  of  our  people.  Those  who  have  visited 
it  declare,  without  exception  so  far  as  I  know,  that  it  is  doing 
faithfully  all  that  I  ever  promised  for  it.  Persons  familiar 
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with  such  institutions  have  assured  me  that  they  know  no 
orphan  asylum  in  this  country  that  more  fully  combines  the 
training  of  an  asylum  with  the  influences  of  a  Christian  home. 
We  have  room  for  many  more  children  than  are  now  in  the 
Home,  and  several  applications  have  been  made  for  the  admis¬ 
sion  of  orphans.  The  income  of  the  institution  is,  however, 
simply  adequate  to  its  present  expenses,  and  as  debts  are 
not  permitted  under  any  circumstances  these  applications  have 
been  refused.  The  conditions  now  necessary  for  the  reception  of 
orphans,  or  half-orphans,  are:  1st,  the  annual  payment  of  one 
hundred  dollars  in  advance  by  the  party  or  parties  sending  the 
child;  or,  2d,  the  endowment  of  the  institution  to  the  amount  of 
one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars.  The  fulfilment  of  this  latter 
condition  entitles  the  donor  to  have  in  the  Home  one  child 
permanently. 

One  year  ago  I  expressed  before  this  Convention  my  gratitude 
to  the  good  people  of  Macon  for  their  kindness  in  presenting  me 
with  a  residence  in  that  city.  I  also  stated  that  when  I  changed 
my  place  of  residence  I  returned  the  property  to  those  who  gave 
it.  By  the  sale  of  this  residence  several  thousand  dollars  were 
realized  over  and  above  the  original  cost.  Not  many  weeks  since 
I  received,  through  my  kind  friend  Mr.  W.  B.  Johnston,  four 
thousand  dollars  in  railroad  bonds,  a  present  from  my  Macon 
friends  to  aid  me  *in  the  purchase  of  my  new  home.  I  do  not 
know  how  to  express  my  appreciation  of  such  persevering 
thoughtfulness;  suffice  it  to  say,  that  but  for  this  act  of  gener¬ 
osity  I  would  not  be  what  to-day  I  am — viz:  the  owner  of  my 
own  residence. 

I  have  received  a  communication  from  the  executive  committee 
of  the  University  of  the  South,  which  I  desire  to  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  committee  of  the  Convention,  that  I  may  join  the 
Convention  in  such  action  as  it  may  deem  best. 

During  the  past  year  the  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  have 
received  important  aid  from  the  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the 
Ministry.  I  will  be  glad  to  give  to  the  Convention  information 
upon  this  subject  if  desired,  and  will  be  gratified  should  the 
Convention  deem  it  proper  in  any  way  to  recognize  what  has  been 
done  by  this  Society. 

Last  October,  as  you  are  aware,  the  General  Convention  held 
its  triennial  meeting  in  the  City  of  Baltimore.  Surely,  we  have 
cause  to  believe  that  the  Holy  Spirit  presided  over  our  counsels. 
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Prior  to  that  meeting  the  mind  of  the  Church  was  agitated  by 
fears  of  coming  evil.  The  religious  world  around  us  prophesied 
division;  misunderstandings  among  brethren  and  party  feelings, 
it  was  thought,  would  visit  upon  us  that  sore  affliction  under 
which  other  Christian  bodies  have  suffered.  The  supposed  exist¬ 
ence  of  strong  tendencies  toward  the  Roman  heresy  on  the  one 
hand,  and  toward  Sectarianism  on  the  other,  would,  it  was 
believed,  render  unity  impossible.  It  was  understood  that  peti¬ 
tions  would  be  laid  before  the  Convention  asking  for  such  altera¬ 
tions  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  as  would  affect  the  doctrines 
of  the  Church.  To  refuse  would  cause  division,  while  to  grant 
the  petitions  would  intensify  dissatisfaction.  The  Church  was 
supposed  to  be  in  a  dilemma  from  which  she  could  not  be  extri¬ 
cated.  No  wonder  that  such  prophecies  of  evil  alarmed  and 
grieved  many  faithful  people  who,  though  in  the  Church,  did  not 
understand  her  spirit.  It  only  needed,  however,  that  her  unity 
should  be  seriously  threatened  to  call  into  action  that  great 
conservative  power  which  has  enabled  her,  even  amid  the  bitter¬ 
ness  of  civil  strife,  to  hold  her  children  firmly  together  in  the 
bonds  of  Apostolic  doctrine  and  fellowship. 

It  was  evident  at  the  very  beginning  of  the  session  that  the 
hearts  of  the  members  of  the  Convention  were  filled  with  love 
for  the  Church  as  the  Body  of  Christ.  It  is  one  thing  for  extrava¬ 
gant  partisan  leaders  to  disturb  good  people  with  their  clamor 
and  controversies ;  it  is  a  very  different  thing  for  party  differences 
to  have  so  penetrated  the  mind  and  heart  of  the  Church  at  large 
as  to  have  made  division  really  imminent.  The  controversies  of 
the  past  three  years  had  caused  the  outside  world  to  prophesy 
evil  and  many  of  our  own  people  to  fear  calamity.  The  mistake 
made  had  been  in  supposing  that  the  agitators  were  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Church.  The  General  Convention  convinced  both,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  satisfied,  the  agitators  themselves  of  the  magni¬ 
tude  of  this  mistake.  Party  feeling  disappeared  in  presence  of 
a  suggestion  to  touch  the  Prayer  Book;  and  the  debates  of  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  the  Declaration  of  the 
House  of  Bishops  touching  Baptism  and  the  Pastoral  Letter, 
showed  that  the  Church  more  than  ever  realized  the  blessed  fact 
that  she  is  neither  schismatic  nor  heretic,  but  a  pure  branch  of 
the  One  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  church.  Of  course,  the 
action  of  the  Convention  has  been  severely  criticised;  this  was  to 
be  expected:  disappointed  hopes  and  expectations  rendered  this 
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certain,  while  they  fully  explained  the  cause.  But  the  wisdom  of 
that  action  is  daily  seen  in  the  effects  which  are  everywhere 
following  it. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  concerning  the  Declaration  of  the 
Bishops  touching  “regeneration,”  in  the  office  for  the  baptism  of 
infants,  that  whether  it  be  understood  that  the  Bishops  intended 
to  express  the  opinion  that  a  moral  change  is  not  wrought  upon 
the  infant  in  baptism,  or  simply  that  the  question  of  such  a  change 
is  not  “determined.”  It  is  positively  certain  that  they  did  not 
intend  to  deny  or  even  cast  a  doubt  upon  the  need  of  that  prayer 
in  the  baptismal  office,  which  asks  that  “  this  infant,  coming  to 
Thy  holy  baptism,  may  receive  remission  of  sin  by  spiritual  regen¬ 
eration;”  or  upon  the  statement  made  immediately  after  baptism, 
“  that  this  child  is  regenerate;”  or  upon  the  thanks  which  are 
offered  to  God,  “that  it  has  pleased  Thee  to  regenerate  this  infant 
with  thy  Holy  Spirit ;”  or,  finally,  upon  the  prayer  “that  he,  being 
dead  unto  sin  and  living  unto  righteousness,  and  being  buried 
with  Christ  in  his  death,  may  crucify  the  old  man,”  etc.  That 
declaration,  in  my  judgment,  could  never  have  received  the  sanc¬ 
tion  of  the  Bishops  if  the  word  “spiritual”  had  been  substituted 
for  “moral.” 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  let  us  be  thankful  that  the  Church  is 
at  last  being  properly  understood  by  the  world  at  large.  This 
is  a  guarantee,  under  God,  of  great  things  in  the  future.  Let  us 
gird  up  our  loins,  and,  praying  for  strength  and  guidance,  go 
forth  with  true  and  thankful  hearts  to  perform  the  duties  which 
await  us.

Resolved ,  That  the  remainder  of  the  Bishop’s  address  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whittle — 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  is  directed  to  have  the  Pastoral  Letter  of  the 
House  of  Bishops  to  the  late  General  Convention  in  Baltimore  published 
with  the  Journal  of  this  Convention.* 

The  Parochial  reports  were  presented  by  the  Bishop  and  read. 

The  reports  of  the  Deans  of  the  Convocations  were  presented 
and  read. 

Ordered,  That  the  Parochial  and  Convocation  reports  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Standing  Committee  presented  the  following 

REPORT. 

The  Standing  Committee  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  given  their  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Mark 
Antony  DeWolf  Howe,  D.  D.,  Bishop  elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

They  have  recommended  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  Henry 
Ewbank  Lucas  and  the  Rev.  Edwin  Gardner  Weed,  and  for  ordination  to 
the  Diaconate,  Messrs.  Thomas  Boone,  Allen  Gilmer  Jones,  and  James  Moss 
Stoney. 

They  have  recommended  for  admission  as  candidates  for  Orders,  Chancey 
Camp  Williams  and  William  P.  Kramer. 

The  committee  adopted  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Standing  Committee,  having  been  charged  by  the  Con¬ 
vention  with  the  duty  of  erecting  a  suitable  monument  to  the  first  Bishop  of 
Georgia,  having  completed  their  work,  and  having  now  surrounded  it  with 
a  railing  of  iron  and  granite,  desire  to  place  on  record  an  expression  of 
thanks  to  Mr.  R.  L.  Bloomfield,  who  has  twice  generously  aided  their  efforts. 
First,  a  deficiency  of  one  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars  and  fifty  cents  in  the 
cost  of  the  monument  was  met  by  him ;  and  secondly,  of  the  four  hundred 
and  twenty  dollars  just  expended  for  the  railing  three  hundred  dollars  have

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been  contributed  by  this  gentleman,  the  remaining  one  hundred  and  twenty 
dollars  being  divided  by  the  Vestries  of  Christ  church  and  St.  John’s  church, 
in  this  city.  This  assistance  also  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

Unsolved,  That  this  action  of  the  committee  be  communicated  to  Mr. 
Bloomfield,  and  also  to  the  Vestries  of  Christ  church  and  St.  John’s  church, 
and  that  it  be  included  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Committee  to  the 
Convention. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  having  asked  our  advice  on  the 
question  of  ordaining  candidates  for  Deacon’s  Orders  while  they,  from 
necessity,  must  for  a  time  remain  in  secular  employment,  we  give  it  as  our 
opinion  that  it  is  not  advisable,  unless  the  Bishop  knows  of  services  suitable 
to  their  office,  in  which  they  can  frequently  be  employed  with  advantage  to 
the  Church ;  unless  they  be  persons  of  such  sobriety,  steadiness,  dignity, 
and  piety  as  to  render  it  probable  that  they  will  preserve  to  themselves,  as 
individuals,  in  their  secular  employments,  the  respect  due  to  their  sacred 
office,  and  unless  these  persons  look  upon  their  secular  employment  as  but 
briefly  temporary,  and  contemplate  as  early  an  admission  as  possible  to  the 
higher  Order  of  the  ministry.  It  being,  however,  understood  that,  in  our 
judgment,  it  is  inexpedient,  as  a  general  rule,  that  candidates  for  Orders  be 
ordained  until  their  secular  affairs  will  allow  them  to  give  themselves  wholly 
to  the  work  of  the  ministry.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Weed  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Unfinished  Business. 


The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  report  that  on  page  34  of  the 
last  Journal  a  resolution  is  found  whereby  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
devise  a  plan  for  the  increase  of  the  Missionary  corps  in  the  Diocese  of 
Georgia,  and  ordered  to  present  their  report  to  this  Convention. 

Also,  on  page  41  is  found  a  resolution  to  strike  out  the  word  “Conven¬ 
tion”  wherever  it  occurs  in  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese,  and  to  substi¬ 
tute  therefor  the  word  “Council.” 

Also,  on  pages  41  and  43  is  found  a  resolution  whereby  a  committee  was 
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appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  celebrating  the  fiftieth  anni¬ 
versary  of  the  organization  of  this  body,  and,  if  expedient,  the  best  mode  of 
so  doing.

REPORT. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Whittle,  on 
the  expediency  of  establishing  the  office  of  Diocesan  Registrar  and  Historian, 
respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 

CANON. 

§1.  The  journals,  files,  papers,  reports,  title  deeds,  and  other  documents 
belonging  to  this  Convention,  and  throwing  light  upon  the  history  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  or  in  its  parishes,  shall  be  committed  to  the  keeping 
of  a  layman  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Convention,  who  shall  be 
known  as  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese. 

§2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Registrar  to  procure  all  journals,  files, 
papers,  reports,  title  deeds,  and  other  documents  now  in  existence,  which 
serve  to  illustrate  the  history  of  the  Diocese,  or  of  any  portion  thereof, 
past  or  present ;  to  arrange,  label,  file,  index,  and  otherwise  put  in  order 
and  provide  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  same  and  all  such  others  as  may 
hereafter  come  into  his  possession,  in  some  safe  and  accessible  place  of 
deposite. 

§3.  The  expenses  necessary  for  the  purposes  contemplated  by  this  Canon 
shall  be  provided  for  by  vote  of  the  Convention,  and  defrayed  by  the 
Treasurer  thereof. 

The  Canou  was  adopted. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  numbered  Canon  X,  and  the  succeeding  Canons  to  be 
numbered  accordingly. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  R.  Johnson — 

Resolved,  That  the  assessments  for  the  Bishop’s  sal  ary  be  referred  to  the 
Finance  committee. 
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Rev.  Dr.  Benedict  offered  tlie  following  resolution,  wbicli,  on 
his  motion,  was  laid  on  the  table  until  to-morrow — 

Resolved ,  That  the  following  Canon  be  enacted : 

Canon . — Parochial  Reports. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  of 

each  parish  to  make  a  written  report  to  the  Bishop,  at  each  annual  Conven- 
vention  of  the  Diocese,  of  the  temporalities  of  the  Church,  which  shall 
embrace  a  statement  of  the  property,  Rector’s  salary,  and  financial  condition 
of  the  parish. 

This  report,  or  so  much  of  it  as  shall  be  deemed  suitable,  shall  be  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Journal  in  connection  with  the  Rector’s  report. 

After  prayer  by  the  Bishop  the  Convention  adjourned. 

At  night,  Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rees, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Eucas  and  Boone. 

A  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Ten¬ 
nessee. 


THIRD  DAY. 

Friday,  May  11th,  1872. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Knowles  and 
Hunter. 

Present  as  on  yesterday,  with  the  addition  of  Rev.  Mr.  Stanley 
and  the  exception  of  Mr.  Strong. 

The  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  a  Lay  delegate  from  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Summerville,  was  presented. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  who  reported  it  to  be 
in  form. 

Air.  John  H.  Montgomery  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

Rev.  Air.  Pinkerton  and  Mr.  Smith,  of  Atlanta,  obtained  leave 
of  absence. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop’s 
address  as  related  to  Rev.  Mr.  Neely  presented  the  following 
report — 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop’s  address 
as  related  to  the  death  of  the  Rev.  John  Neely  offer  as  their  report  the  fol¬ 
lowing  sketch : 
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The  Rev.  John  Neely,  a  native  of  Ireland  and  graduate  of  Trinity 
college,  Dublin,  came  to  America  early  in  life.  He  was  engaged  in  teach¬ 
ing  in  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  for  many  years,  during  which  period  he  was 
ordained  Deacon  and  Priest  by  Bishop  Whittingham.  About  the  year  1851 
he  removed  to  Augusta,  Georgia,  having  been  called  to  the  Rectorship  of 
the  Richmond  Academy.  After  resigning  this  office,  he  continued  to  teach 
a  private  school  to  the  close  of  his  life.  Always  competent  and  thorough  as 
an  instructor,  he  yet  lacked  certain  elements  of  popular  success,  and  much 
of  his  patient  toil  was  unrequited. 

Mr.  Neely  was  never  in  sole  charge  of  a  parish,  but  for  twenty  years  past 
he  has  been  closely  connected  with  the  chinches  in  Augusta,  assisting  their 
Rectors  when  desired,  and  supplying  their  places  when  they  were  sick  or 
absent.  He  entered  into  rest  at  the  age  of  sixty-seven  years,  leaving  in  the 
minds  of  all  who  knew  him  well  a  sincere  respect  for  his  honesty  of  pur¬ 
pose,  his  painstaking  endeavors,  and  liis  great  efficiency  as  a  teacher  of 
youth — for  his  proficiency  in  secular  and  sacred  learning,  and  for  his  hearty 
devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  Church,  and  his  readiness  always  to  co-oper¬ 
ate  in  sustaining  her  services  within  the  sphere  of  usefulness  allotted  him  in 
the  Providence  of  God. 

We  place  this  notice  of  our  departed  brother  on  record  in  ackowledgment 
of  what  the  Diocese  owes  him,  and  in  token  of  our  sympathy  with  his 
children  and  friends  in  the  loss  which  they  have  incurred  by  his  removal 
from  among  them. 

Resolved,  That  this  testimonial  be  printed  in  the  Journal  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  and  a  copy  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  the  children  of  Mr.  Neely,  in 
Augusta,  and  to  his  brother,  in  Atlanta.

The  Committee  on  Finance  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  received : 

The  Finance  committee  report  that  they  find  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese,  viz:  of  the  “Fund  for  the  Permanent  Support  of  the  Epis¬ 
copate,’'  of  the  “Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen,”  and  of  the  “  Widows’  and 
Orphan’s  fund,”  correct. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  payments  to  the  “Missionary  fund  ”

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Twenty-eight  parishes  have  reported.  From  those  not  reported  the  num¬ 
ber  of  communicants  is  taken  from  the  Journal  of  last  year.  Of  the  seven 
parishes  not  reported,  some  deserve  attention  under  Canon  VIII.  Steps 
may  he  required  to  dissolve  their  connection  with  this  Convention  and  to 
retain  possession  of  Church  property. 

We  have  nine  candidates  for  Orders  and  two  postulants. 

The  work  of  the  Church  in  Georgia  is  still  a  preparation  work.  To  a 
great  extent  this  must  continue  so  to  be  while  the  Church  occupies  so  little 
of  our  territory  and  is  unknown  to  so  many  of  our  people.  Opportunities 
will  ever  outrun  our  occupations,  and  the  more  we  seek  to  occupy  the  more 
will  we  find  the  opportunities  to  increase.  In  this  view  there  is  encourage¬ 
ment  in  the  very  fact  now  as  before,  seen  and  felt,  that  the  Church  fails  to 
supply  the  needs  of  the  Diocese  and  to  exhibit  the  results  that  we  acknowl¬ 
edge  she  ought  to  achieve. 

Your  committee  then  see  ground  of  encouragement  in  the  State  of  the 
Church  in  Georgia,  though  not  of  satisfaction.  However,  feebly  and  slowly 
she  is  yet  sending  forth  her  members  and  taking  root  in  new  ground.  We 
seem  to  be  multiplying  feeble  parishes  and  starting  missionary  stations  in 
advance  of  our  power  to  sustain  them.  But  they  prove  present  life  and  will 
prove  sources  of  strength. 

The  Convocation  system  is  proving  its  utility  imperfectly  as  it  is  now 
worked.  Could  meetings  be  regularly  held  three  or  four  times  a  year  by  all 
the  clergy  and  lay  delegates,  as  provided  for  by  the  Canon,  greater  interest 
would  doubtless  be  aroused  and  greater  good  result. 

We  call  attention  to  the  importance  of  a  better  attendance  on  the  Conven¬ 
tion  of  all  the  clergy  and  of  full  lay  delegations.  Nearly  one  fourth  of 
our  clergy  are  absent,  and  nearly  or  quite  two  thirds  of  the  lay  delegations 
to  which  the  parishes  are  entitled  do  not  attend.  This  statement  does  not 
embrace  some  ten  or  twelve  of  the  weaker  parishes  on  our  Convention  list. 
A  more  careful  attention  to  this  matter  would  double  the  size  of  this  body, 
ahd  doubtless  give  additional  interest  and  vigor  to  our  Diocesan  work. 

In  conclusion,  we  commend  to  the  Diocese  a  careful  compliance  with  the 
Canon  requiring  quarterly  collections  in  each  parish  and  missionary  station 
for  Diocesan  missions,  and  also  the  adoption  in  every  family  of  the  mite- 
box  system  of  contribution.  Its  partial  adoption  lias  proved  what  null  be 
gained  when  its  adoption  becomes  universal.  A  very  large  addition  will  be 
made  to  the  sum  total  of  the  quarterly  collections,  without  at  all  interfering 
with  this  established  source  of  supply.  We  commend  to  the  whole 
Church  in  Georgia  these  words  of  our  Bishop:  “The  question  of  missions 
is  a  vital  one.  It  is  the  question  of  our  faithfulness  as  stewards.”

Resolved,  That,  to  carry  out  the  design  of  the  Committee  on  the  Semi- 
Centennial  Celebration,  in  regard  to  the  increase  of  the  Permanent  fund  for 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  this  Convention  do  elect  one  layman  to  serve 
as  Actuary  for  the  ensuing  year,  who  shall  thereby  be  authorized  and  di¬ 
rected  to  take  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient — by  solicitation  of 
subscriptions,  collections,  pledges  of  annual  instalments,  or  otherwise — to 
collect  from  every  possible  quarter  the  means  for  such  desired  increase.  He 
shall  deposit  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Permanent  Episcopal  fund  the  sums 
so  obtained,  shall  advise  with  that  officer  as  to  the  best  investment  of  the 
fund,  and  shall  make  full  report  at  the  next  annual  Convention. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  John  R.  Johnson,  Mr.  George  Wimberly 
De  Renne  was  unanimously  elected. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  to  adjourn  at  three  o’clock  was  sus¬ 
pended.

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  body  are  due,  and  are  hereby  tendered, 
to  the  Rector  and  parish  of  Trinity  church,  and  to  the  citizens  of  Columbus, 
for  the  generous  hospitalities  extended  to  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates  in 
attendance  on  this  Convention. 

The  committee  on  a  training  institution  for  boys  presented  the 
following  report: 

The  committee  appointed  to  devise  a  plan  for  the  establishment  of  a  Dio¬ 
cesan  institution  for  the  training  of  boys  intended  for  the  ministry  in 
Georgia,  respectfully  report  that,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  matter, 
they  are  constrained  to  believe  that  the  establishment  of  such  an  institution 
at  this  time  is  not  practicable,  and  therefore  ask  to  be  discharged.

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  recognizes  the  importance  of  providing  for 
be  religious  instruction  of  the  colored  people,  and  for  maintaining  among 
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them  the  services  of  the  Church,  and  that  we  commend  to  the  Bishop  and 
clergy  the  special  wants  of  this  class  of  our  people. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  recommended  to  our  parishes  to  afford  their  Rectors 
an  opportunity  of  performing  occasional  missionary  work  beyond  the  limits 
of  their  several  cures. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  our  clergy  and  laity  to  use  their  best 
endeavors  to  render  effective  the  working  of  the  mite-chest  system  recently 
inaugurated  by  the  Bishop.

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  take  a  recess  till  the  hour  for  the  mis¬ 
sionary  meeting,  and  that  at  its  close,  after  reading  the  minutes,  the 
Convention  adjourn  sine  die. 


MISSIONARY  MEETING. 

Friday,  8  p.  m. 

The  annual  missionary  meeting,  under  the  fifth  Canon,  was 
held.  Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rector,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Stanley.  Addresses  were  delivered  by  the  Right  Rev. 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  Rev.  Messrs.  Johnson  and  Drysdale, 
and  Mr.  Wm.  P.  Kramer.  A  number  of  clergymen  and  laymen 
pledged  themselves  or  their  parishes  for  various  sums,  amounting 
to  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars,  and  a 
collection  was  taken  up,  which,  with  the  offertory  at  Holy 
Communion  on  the  first  and  second  days  of  Convention, 
amounted  to  one  hundred  and  fourteen  dollars  and  twenty 
cents.

PASTORAL  LETTER  OF  HOUSE  OF  BISHOPS. 


Brethren,  beloved  in  the  Lord : 

The  amazing  love  of  our  Redeemer  is  to  be  devoutly  recog¬ 
nized  in  all  the  temporal  blessings  of  His  Covenant  as  well  as 
in  those  which  are  the  more  glorious  benefits  of  His  Cross  and 
Passion.  For  three  years  more,  marked  by  many  changes  and 
by  many  extraordinary  providences  in  the  affairs  of  the  world, 
God  has  continued  to  bless  us  with  much  of  earthly  happiness, 
and  with  abounding  mercies  in  the  Communion  of  His  Church. 
Your  Bishops,  in  addressing  you  once  more  in  a  Pastoral  Letter, 
must  begin  with  these  devout  acknowledgments,  and  with  a  con¬ 
fession  of  our  great  unworthiness  of  such  distinguished  favors 
from  the  Most  High. 

In  a  special  manner  we  are  called  on  to  thank  our  Heavenly 
Father  for  the  advancing  outward  growth  and  awakened  internal 
life  which  have  been  vouchsafed  to  us  ;  for  greater  measures  of 
Missionary  zeal  and  earnestness  in  all  those  works  and  services 
which,  as  they  are  the  inner  glory  of  the  Bride  of  Christ  so 
they  are  also  her  most  precious  adorning  in  the  eyes  of  men. 
If  we  do  not  enter  into  the  manifold  details  which  this  whole 
great  subject  presents  to  us,  it  is  because  we  would  not  even 
seem  to  boast  of  that  for  which  we  are  simply  to  give  all  glory  to 
Almighty  God. 

Tavo  of  those  who  united  with  us  in  our  last  Pastoral  Letter 
are  now  Avith  God.  The  venerable  Bishops,  Kemper,  of  Wis¬ 
consin,  and  Chase,  of  New  Hampshire,  assist  in  our  councils  no 
more.  It  is  not  our  usage  on  such  occasions  to  multiply  Avords, 
whether  of  eulogy  or  regret.  It  is  understood  among  your 
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Bishops  that  they  are  not  to  be  subjected  to  the  judgment  of 
their  brethren  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  whether  for  praise  or 
censure.  To  the  bare  mention  of  the  fact  that  they  do  now 
“  rest  from  their  labors  ”  we  add  nothing,  therefore,  but  the 
single  truth,  that  they  were  eminent  for  piety  and  worth,  and 
were  greatly  beloved  in  the  Church  and  among  their  brethren  in 
the  Episcopate.  Their  sufficient  monuments  are  the  dioceses  of 
which,  respectively,  they  were  the  first  Bishops,  and  the  noble 
works  which  God  wrought  by  them,  and  which  we  doubt  not  will 
long  endure  to  the  glory  and  praise  of  His  Holy  Name. 

The  services  of  the  Convention,  of  which  we  have  reached 
the  closing  hour,  have  been  marked  in  a  very  high  degree  by 
manifestations  of  the  Divine  favor  and  the  presence  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  Questions  of  the  greatest  moment,  and  some  of 
absorbing  interest,  have  been  before  us,  yet  nothing  has  dis¬ 
turbed  the  harmony  of  our  counsels  ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  the 
marked  result  of  our  work  is  a  degree  of  unity  and  brotherly 
love  which  can  not  but  inspire  us  with  new  zeal  and  confidence 
for  the  future.  Among  your  Bishops,  day  after  day,  and  in  the 
midst  of  the  most  anxious  deliberations,  we  are  able  to  assure 
you  that  there  has  not  been  for  a  moment  any  interruption  to 
that  spirit  of  fraternal  concord  on  which  the  Loed  has  com¬ 
manded  an  especial  blessing.  To  His  presence  and  directing 
grace  be  all  the  honor  and  praise ! 

The  visits  to  our  Church  and  to  our  Councils  of  eminent 
fathers  and  brethren  from  the  Church  of  England,  and  sister 
Churches  of  her  colonial  empire,  have  not  only  given  a  marked 
and  peculiar  interest  to  this  Convention,  but  have  been  ren¬ 
dered  highly  conducive  to  the  successful  prosecution  of  its  work. 
This  being  also  the  year  of  our  Missionary  Jubilee,  it  has  been, 
indeed,  a  delightful  feature  of  our  solemnities  to  have  among  us 
those  who  have  so  entirely  sympathized  with  the  spirit  of  these 
occasions,  and  who  have  in  many  ways  contributed  to  their 
happy  results. 

A  special  feature  of  our  practical  work,  in  this  Convention,  has 
been  the  attention  given  to  homes  and  hospitals,  and  to  the 
organization  of  women’s  woi'k,  in  schools  and  institutions  of 
mercy.  These  great  subjects  we  may,  therefore,  commend  anew 
to  your  zeal  and  wisdom,  invoking  the  liberality  and  self-sacrifice 
without  which  planning  and  legislation  can  accomplish  little.  In 
the  revival  of  the  Scriptural  Diaconate  of  women,  we  feel  an 
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earnest  desire  that  prudence  and  good  sense  may  so  preside  over 
every  effort,  and  in  every  church  where  such  efforts  may  be  made, 
as  to  secure  this  blessed  enterprise  from  all  untoward  circum¬ 
stances,  and  from  the  evil  consequences  of  zeal  which  is  “  not 
according  to  knowledge.” 

The  Bishops,  in  council,  with  an  extraordinary  unanimity,  have, 
during  the  present  Convention,  set  forth  a  declaration  touching 
our  Offices  for  the  Baptism  of  Infants,  in  the  following  words: 

“We,  the  subscribers,  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States,  being  asked,  in  order  to  the  quieting  of  the  consciences  of 
sundry  members  of  the  said  Church,  to  declare  our  conviction  as  to  the 
meaning  of  the  word  ‘regenerate’  in  the  Offices  for  the  Ministration  of 
Baptism  of  Infants,  do  declare  that,  in  our  opinion,  the  word  ‘  regenerate  ’ 
is  not  there  so  used  as  to  determine  that  a  moral  change  in  the  subject  of 
Baptism  is  wrought  in  the  Sacrament.” 

This  declaration  was  made  in  the  loving  hope  and  confidence 
that  many  consciences  might  thus  for  ever  be  freed  from  false 
impressions,  which  have  been  prevalent,  concerning  the  teaching 
of  the  Church  as  respects  spiritual  religion  and  personal  piety. 
We  exhort  you,  brethren,  to  be  ever  mindful  of  the  tender  love 
of  our  Master,  Christ,  for  the  little  children,  and  to  think  highly 
of  the  privileges  to  which  those  are  admitted,  whom,  through  the 
agency  of  His  Church,  He  still  takes  into  His  arms  and  blesses. 
We  entreat  you  to  regard  them  as  His  own  children  by  adoption 
and  grace — as  heirs  of  God — to  be  brought  up  in  the  nurture  and 
admonition  of  the  Lord.  Let  them  not  suppose  that  the  faith, 
and  the  prayers,  and  the  obedience  of  little  children  are  lightly 
regarded  by  the  Father  of  Mercies.  But  remember,  also,  that 
Baptism  does  not  supersede  the  necessity  of  repentance,  of  justi¬ 
fying  faith  in  Christ,  growth  in  grace,  and  in  that  “holiness 
without  which  no  man  shall  see  the  Lord.”  We  exhort  all  the 
members  of  this  Church  fully  to  recognize,  and  deeply  to  feel, 
therefore,  the  weight  of  responsibility  which  the  Baptismal  Cove¬ 
nant  lays  upon  them  and  their  children.  It  is  still  true  that,  if 
.  the  Baptism  of  Infants  be  not  recognized  as  requiring  such  godly 
training  as  may  secure,  by  the  Divine  blessing,  the  submission  of 
their  whole  nature,  body,  soul,  and  spirit,  to  the  renewing  and 
sanctifying  influences  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  then  the  mind  of  Christ 
and  the  purpose  of  the  Church,  for  the  child,  are  not  fulfilled. 
If,  refraining  henceforth  from  discussions  of  words,  in  the  accep¬ 
tation  of  which  there  seems  to  be  far  less  of  real  disagreement 
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than  has  been  imagined,  we  might  now  give  ourselves,  with  one 
heart,  to  the  rearing  of  our  children  in  the  fear  of  God,  and  to 
securing  the  great  work  of  their  salvation.  Then  we  shall  have 
succeeded  in  rendering  our  formularies  so  practical,  and  so  fruit¬ 
ful  in  godliness,  as  to  elevate  the  whole  sentiment  of  the  Church 
to  a  lofty  spirituality,  not  likely  to  be  disturbed  by  agitations,  to 
which,  perhaps,  we  have  subjected  ourselves  by  manifold  incon¬ 
sistencies  between  our  professions  and  our  practices  in  the  rela¬ 
tions  we  bear  to  God  in  covenant. 

As  we  dwell  on  these  things,  dear  brethren,  our  minds  recur  to 
others  of  which  we  must  not  fail  to  speak. 

We  counsel  you  to  bear  in  mind  that,  while,  on  the  other  hand, 
we  must  not  suffer  ourselves  to  deny  any  real  good,  by  reason  of 
mere  popular  outcries  against  ritual  forms  so,  on  the  other  hand, 
we  are  never  to  allow  professions  of  self-denying  labor  and 
service  to  blind  us  to  the  actual  dangers  of  any  movement  in  the 
Church.  What  is  known  as  “  Ritualism  ”  is  mainly  a  question 
of  taste,  temperament,  and  constitution,  until  it  becomes  the 
expression  of  doctrine. 

The  doctrine  wdiich  chiefly  attempts,  as  yet,  to  express  itself  by 
ritual,  in  questionable  and  dangerous  ways,  is  connected  with 
the  Holy  Eucharist.  That  doctrine  is,  emphatically,  a  novelty  in 
theology.  What  is  known  as  “  Eucharistical  Adoration  ”  is  un¬ 
doubtedly  inculcated  and  encouraged  by  that  ritual  of  posture 
lately  introduced  among  ns,  which  finds  no  warrant  in  our  “Office 
for  the  Administration  of  the  Holy  Communion.” 

Although  men  may,  by  unlawful  reasoning  on  Divine  mysteries, 
argue  themselves  into  an  acceptance,  both  of  the  practice  and  the 
doctrine  which  it  implies,  these  are  most  certainly  unauthorized 
by  Holy  Scripture,  entirely  aside  from  the  purposes  for  which 
the  Holy  Sacrament  was  instituted,  and  most  dangerous  in  their 
tendencies.  To  argue  that  the  spiritual  presence  of  our  dear 
Lord  in  the  Holy  Communion,  for  the  nurture  of  the  faithful,  is 
such  a  presence  as  allows  worship  to.Him  thus  and  there  present, 
is,  to  say  the  very  least,  to  be  wise  above  that  which  is  written  in 
God’s  Holy  Word.  Eor  the  objects  of  this  Holy  Sacrament,  as 
therein  revealed,  are,  first,  the  memorial  before  God  of  the  One 
Sacrifice  for  sins  for  ever,  and  secondly,  the  strengthening  and 
refreshing  of  the  souls  of  the  faithful.  Moreover,  no  one  can 
fail  to  see,  that  it  is  impossible  for  the  common  mind  to  draw  the 
line  between  the  worship  of  such  an  undefined  and  mysterious 
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presence  and  the  awful  error  of  adoring  the  elements  themselves. 
Wherefore,  if  a  teacher  suggests  this  error,  by  act  or  posture,  he 
places  himself  in  antagonism  to  the  doctrine  of  this  Church,  and 
the  teaching  of  God’s  Word,  and  puts  in  peril  the  souls  of  men. 
In  the  presence,  therefore,  of  this  danger,  we  call  upon  the  minis¬ 
ters  and  the  members  of  the  Church  to  bear  in  mind  that,  while 
they  should  always  cherish  and  exhibit  that  true  and  genuine 
reverence  which  devoutly  recognizes  “  the  dignity  of  the  Holy 
Mystery,  and  the  great  peril  of  the  unworthy  receiving  thereof,” 
yet  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  each  one  to  deny  himself  the  out¬ 
ward  expression  of  what  to  him  may  be  only  reverence,  if  that 
expression  even  seems  to  inculcate  and  encourage  superstition 
and  idolatry. 

In  thus  speaking  of  dangers  connected  with  present  move¬ 
ments  in  the  Church,  there  are  other  points  on  which  your  Bish¬ 
ops  must  not  be  silent. 

The  first  relates  to  private  confession.  Whenever  a  human 
soul  is  possessed  by  a  searching  and  sincere  repentance,  and  a 
longing  for  a  deeper  spiritual  life,  there  come,  also,  with  these 
things  a  keener  sense  of  “  the  exceeding  sinfulness  of  sin  ”  and  a 
desire  for  an  authoritative  assurance  of  forgiveness.  And  then, 
on  the  other  hand,  frivolous  and  worldly  persons,  simply  because 
they  desire  to  rid  themselves  of  any  sense  of  present  responsi¬ 
bility  or  future  retribution,  seek  for  the  same  assurance.  Advan¬ 
tage  is  taken,  by  some  teachers  in  the  Church,  of  these  two 
entirely  different  spiritual  states,  to  insist  upon  private  confession 
to  a  Priest,  as  either  the  absolute  duty  of  all  Christians,  or  as 
essential  to  any  high  attainments  in  the  religious  life.  Mean¬ 
time,  the  fact  that  pardon  is  granted  to  any  child  of  God,  on  his 
repentance,  accompanied  by  prayer  and  reliance  on  the  promises 
in  Christ,  as  well  as  in  the  use  of  the  means  of  grace,  is  utterly 
passed  by.  The  teaching  of  the  Church  in  this  matter  is  plain 
and  clear. 

She  permits,  and  offers  to  her  children,  the  opening  of  their 
griefs  in  private  to  some  minister  of  God’s  Word.  But  she  does 
not  make  this  the  first  resort ;  she  does  not  provide  for  its  fre¬ 
quent  recurrence  or  uniform  practice ;  she  does  not  impose  it  by 
ecclesiastical  ordinance ;  she  does  not  hold  or  declare  it  necessary 
for  the  forgiveness  of  sins,  or  for  the  attainment  of  high  degrees 
of  spiritual  advancement;  nor  does  she  connect  with  it  blessings 
which  can  be  secured  only  by  its  observance.  She  simply  offers 
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and  commends  this  privilege  to  those  of  her  children  who  can  not 
quiet  their  own  consciences,  by  self-examination,  immediate  con¬ 
fession  to  God,  with  faith  in  Christ,  repentance,  and  restitution. 
Wherefore,  to  make  this  seeking  of  comfort  and  counsel  not 
exceptional,  but  customary — not  free,  but  enforced  (if  not  by 
actual  law,  at  least  by  moral  obligation  and  spiritual  necessities), 
is  to  rob  Christ’s  provision  of  its  mercy  and  to  change  it  into 
an  engine  of  oppression  and  a  source  of  corruption.  History 
demonstrates  this.  The  experience  of  families,  and  even  of  na¬ 
tions,  shows  that  the  worst  practical  evils  are  inseparable  from 
this  great  abuse.  To  pervert  the  godly  counsel  and  advice 
which  may  quiet  a  disturbed  conscience  into  the  arbitrary  direc¬ 
tion  which  supplants  the  conscience,  is  to  do  away  with  that  sense 
of  moral  responsibility  under  which  every  man  “  shall  give  ac¬ 
count  of  himself  to  God.” 

Another  point  of  danger  is  a  tendency  toward  saint-worship, 
and  especially  its  culmination  in  the  worship  of  the  Blessed 
Virgin.  The  annals  of  our  race,  under  the  covenant  dispensa¬ 
tions  as  well  as  beyond  their  limits,  shows  that  there  is  nothing 
to  which  our  fallen  nature  is  more  fearfully  inclined  than  the 
worship  of  the  creature  rather  than  the  Creator.  And  this  pro¬ 
pensity  to  evil  has  always  found  its  most  attractive  development 
in  a  sensuous  disposition  to  deify  and  adore  the  tenderness  and 
love  of  womanhood.  The  error  of  which  we  speak  has  arisen 
chiefly  from  this  propensity  of  our  nature,  and  it  has  found  its 
apology  in  a  perverted  view  of  the>veneration  due  to  her  whom 
“  all  generations  ”  are  to  “  call  blessed.” 

There  is  no  sin  more  continuously  and  decisively  marked  by 
the  signal  displeasure  of  God  than  that  of  idolatry  in  its  mani¬ 
fold  varieties.  Hence,  although  we  do  not  anticipate  a  general 
prevalence  of  tendencies  to  Mariolatry,  which  some  have  done 
much  to  encourage,  we  nevertheless  feel  that  their  slightest  indi¬ 
cation  demands  our  immediate  and  decided  reprobation.  The 
bare  suggestion  that  the  intercession  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  or  of 
any  other  saint,  is  in  any  way  to  be  sought  in  our  approaches  to 
the  Throne  of  Grace  is  an  indignity  to  the  one  only  Mediator 
and  Intercessor  which  we,  His  Apostolic  witnesses,  can  not  too 
strongly  nor  distinctly  forbid  in  His  holy  and  all-sufficient 
name. 

As  fostering  tendencies  of  which  we  regret  to  see  any  tokens 
among  us,  we  must  not  fail  to  point  out  the  dangers  arising  from 
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devotional  and  doctrinal  books,  alien  in  their  character  to  the 
whole  spirit  of  our  Liturgy,  which  have  of  late  years  been 
insidiously  multiplied  in  England  and  America.  Such  works  are 
chiefly  borrowed  from  sources  confessedly  hostile  to  our  com¬ 
munion,  and  tend  only  to  weaken  and  undermine  the  loyalty 
of  our  people,  and  especially  of  our  youth,  to  the  primitive  faith 
and  worship  of  our  Church.  Moreover,  let  it  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  rich  treasury  of  our  own  devotional  authors  is  full  of  all 
things  that  minister  to  edification  ;  while  the  inspired  Psalter 
and  other  Holy  Scriptures,  too  little  studied  by  most  of  us  in 
this  age  of  hurry  and  unrest,  leave  wholly  without  excuse  this 
disposition  to  seek  such  aids  to  devotion  as  we  here  pointedly 
condemn. 

The  books  just  mentioned  are  not  the  only  ones  against  which 
our  people  must  be  warned.  Publications  are  scattered  through 
our  parishes,  the  whole  aim  of  which  is  to  undermine  the  legiti¬ 
mate  authority  of  the  chief  Pastors  of  the  Church,  to  inculcate 
irreverence,  to  stir  up  strife,  to  excite  suspicion,  to  advocate  “the 
factious  maintenance  of  groundless  opinions,”  and  to  lead  to 
division  and  to  schism.  It  was  the  solemn  counsel  of  St.  Paul 
“  to  mark  those  that  cause  divisions  ”  in  the  Church,  and  to  avoid 
them  and  their  teaching. 

Nothing  is  more  unreal  than  the  popular  idea  that  our  Church 
is  a  middle  way,  elaborately  contrived  as  a  compromise  between 
opposing  systems.  But  in  the  nature  of  things,  as  a  witness  to 
primitive  truth,  she  is  always  subject,  as  was  the  Church  in  the 
days  of  the  Apostles,  to  opposing  lines  of  assault.  On  the  one 
side  is  the  temper  of  the  Jew,  and  on  the  other  that  of  the 
Greek.  Our  conflict,  on  the  right  hand  and  on  the  left,  is  and 
must  continue  to  be  with  superstition  and  lawlessness,  irreverence 
and  unbelief. 

Now,  though  little  alarm  is  felt,  in  view  of  a  disposition  on  the 
part  of  some  to  detract  from  the  testimony  which  we  are  ever  to 
bear  to  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints,  and  if  not  to  muti¬ 
late,  yet  to  fall  below  the  language  of  our  Liturgy,  and  to  under¬ 
value  its  doctrinal  teaching,  we  must  never  forget  that  the 
peculiar  dangers  of  our  age  are  those  of  irreverence,  lawlessness, 
and  unbelief ;  and  that  all  such  detractions  minister  directly  to 
the  worst  influences  of  the  irreligion  that  cloaks  itself  in  pre- 
tences  of  “  science,  falsely  so  called.”  Their  negative  character, 
indeed,  accounts  for  the  fact  already  noted,  that  errors  in  this 
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direction  excite  little  anxiety;  and  the  habits  of  our  people, 
formed  necessarily  nnder  the  imperfect  ministrations  of  our 
ecclesiastical  nonage,  are  naturally  the  reverse  of  sensitive  to  omis¬ 
sions  and  neglects  in  carrying  out  the  system  of  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer.  But,  with  increase  of  opportunities  and  of 
ministers,  these  things  are  less  excusable.  We  hold  that,  if 
nothing  more  than  what  is  clearly  indicated  by  our  rubrics  is  to 
be  permitted  in  one  direction,  we  are  bound  in  the  merest  justice 
to  condemn  any  counterpart  disposition  to  diminish  in  any  man¬ 
ner  from  their  prescriptions  as  to  order  and  worship. 

These  crying  evils  of  irreverence  and  lawlessness  are  settling 
in  through  many  currents,  and  from  opposing  quarters.  They 
are,  in  truth,  so  closely  connected,  and  so  invariably  go  hand  in 
hand,  that  they  may  well  be  spoken  of  together.  The  irreverence 
which  lightly  esteems  holy  mysteries  leads  directly  to  lawless 
violations  of  the  order  of  their  ministration.  The  irreverence 
which  scorns  the  due  authority  of  those  whom  Christ  has  set  for 
the  government  of  the  Church  leads,  as  directly,  to  open  disobe¬ 
dience  and  the  rejection  of  solemn  vows  and  binding  obligations. 
“  Despising  dominion  ”  and  “  speaking  evil  of  dignities  ”  are 
counted  in  Holy  Scripture  as  sins  of  no  ordinary  magnitude. 
And  they  are  not  less  sins  to-day  than  they  were  in  the  Apostolic 
age. 

Cultivate,  then,  beloved,  in  the  daily  walk  of  your  Christian 
life,  in  your  homes  and  by  your  firesides,  above  all  in  the  Temple 
of  God,  where  His  Holy  Name  is  worshipped,  such  a  spirit  of 
reverence  as  shall  manifest  itself  in  word  and  act,  and  such  a 
temper  of  submission  and  obedience  to  what  is  duly  ordained  and 
appointed,  as  may  make  for  the  Church’s  peace  and  for  your  own 
great  spiritual  good.  So  shall  brethren  “  dwell  together  in 
unity,”  and  you  shall  see  “  Jerusalem  in  prosperity  all  your  life 
long.” 

It  is  a  very  clear  part  of  our  present  duty  to  you,  brethren,  to 
utter  anew  the  charge  that  you  be  “  not  conformed  to  this  world.” 
In  the  world  you  must  have  your  daily  walk  and  work.  Your 
discipline  of  grace  involves  exposure  to  the  subtle  allurements  as 
well  as,  in  many  cases,  to  the  grosser  temptations  of  that  world. 
But  you  may  tium  that  exposure  to  your  great  spiritual  gain.  You 
may  become  the  wiser  and  holier  by  that  very  means.  The  grace 
of  God  will  accomplish  in  you  this  glorious  result  if  you  work 
with  his  Holy  Spirit. 
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To  tliis  end  we  remind  you  that  “covetousness  is  idolatry;” 
that  the  growing  eagerness  to  get  money,  the  wide-spread  worship 
of  money,  and  the  lavish  display  of  money  in  much  of  our  daily 
life,  are  manifestations  of  that  idolatry.  Christian  men  and 
women  ought  to  ponder  this  and  to  carry  the  resulting  views  of 
duty  and  piety  into  their  business,  their  social  life,  their  homes, 
and  families.  We  are  sure  that  the  need  of  this  warning  has  of 
late  grown  largely  among  us  ;  and  that  some  of  those  wise 
scruples  and  restraints,  formerly  more  perhaps  than  now,  influ¬ 
encing  good  men’s  consciences  in  the  pursuit  and  use  of  riches, 
and  in  the  habits  and  amusements  of  social  life,  have  been  far 
too  much  relaxed.  Hence  come  the  sins  of  covetousness,  of 
wasteful  vanity,  and  of  the  robbery  of  God  in  withholding  from 
His  cause  His  due  share  of  the  worldly  things  intrusted  to  our 
control. 

Nor  may  we  omit  to  renew  the  warnings,  more  than  once 
before  given  in  the  Pastoral  Letters  of  your  Bishops,  against 
some  of  those  public  amusements  and  exhibitions,  from  the  sight 
and  lessons  of  which  any  true  morality,  to  say  nothing  of  pure 
religion,  ought  to  make  good  men  and  women  withdraw  them¬ 
selves  and  most  scrupulously  keep  their  children. 

The  great  and  destructive  sin  of  intemperance  claims  our 
anxious  notice.  That  sin  is,  as  all  must  see  and  lament,  growing 
in  our  land.  It  can  be  met  only  by  such  distinct  pastoral  warn¬ 
ings  and  examples,  and  by  such  lessons  and  habits  of  self-denial 
in  the  home,  as  will  train  and  keep  the  people  of  Christ,  young 
and  old,  faithful  to  the  vows  of  their  high  vocation. 

Wherefore,  Christian  fathers  and  Christian  mothers,  ask  your¬ 
selves,  earnestly  and  honestly,  how  far  the  nurture  and  admo¬ 
nition  which  your  children  are  receiving  at  your  hands,  in  this 
most  worldly  age,  are  “  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the 
Lord”;  how  far  the  pleasures  and  associations  encouraged  and 
allowed  are  compatible  with  the  life  of  God  in  the  soul  of  man; 
how  far  the  books  permitted  to  be  read,  and  the  ideas  cherished 
in  the  minds  of  children,  are  leading  them  to  “  Seek  first  the 
Kingdom  of  God  and  his  righteousnes  ”;  and,  therefore,  how  far 
you  are  discharging,  toward  those  whom  God  has  given  you,  that 
household  priesthood  which  exalts  your  position  as  parents,  and 
commensurately  increases  your  responsibility.  If  you  are  faith¬ 
ful  to  this  solemn  trust,  then  all  the  holiest  interests  of  society 
are  sure  to  feel  the  benefit  of  your  fidelity.  If  you  are  unfaithful, 
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not  only  will  your  sin  be  visited  on  those  who  are  dearest  to  you, 
but  worldliness,  like  a  flood,  will  sweep  away  all  that  God  has 
made  our  most  precious  heritage  in  His  Holy  Church.  Of  the 
effect  of  this  on  our  country  it  is  not  necessary  that  we  should 
speak.  Fearful  indications  of  coming  judgments  are  already 
before  us.  The  history  of  empires,  during  the  past  year,  is  a 
warning  which  need  not  be  expounded  of  that  “  swift  destruction  ” 
which  nations,  as  well  as  individuals,  may  bring  upon  their  own 
heads  from  a  patient  but  just  Creator. 

To  the  Divine  Redeemer  of  our  souls  your  Bishops  fervently 
commend  the  beloved  flock,  over  which  the  Chief  Shepherd  has 
set  them  in  authority.  Love  Him  with  a  fervent  love  and  with 
an  uncalculating  devotion.  Make  proof  of  your  gratitude  for 
the  unspeakable  riches  of  His  Gospel.  “  Bring  presents,  and 
come  into  His  courts.”  But  remember,  also,  to  worship  Him  in 
the  beauty  of  practical  holiness.  We  live  in  days  which  call  for  no 
stinted  liberality,  which  demand  the  sacrifices  of  genuine  love, 
which  indicate  that  God  is  waiting  to  be  gracious,  if  only  His 
people  will  prepare  themselves  for  His  visitation. 

The  whole  Church  of  Christ  is  giving  tokens  of  His  reviving 
presence.  Grace,  mercy,  and  peace  be  multiplied  upon  you,  and 
upon  all  who  love  the  Lokd  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity.  Amen.

This  parish  is  steadily  improving,  and  the  number  of  its  mem¬ 
bers  who  realize  their  obligations  to  live  and  give  and  do  for 
“  the  Lord  that  bought  them  ”  perceptibly  increases  year  by 
year.  We  owe  more  and  more  to  faithful  “woman’s  work  ”  done 
in  the 'parish — securing  us  the  benefit  without  the  formal  ma¬ 
chinery  of  deaconesses  or  sisterhoods. 

The  amount  contributed  to  Diocesan  missions  is  due  in  part  to 
our  Senior  Warden,  and  in  part  to  the  successful  working  of  the 
Bishop’s  mite-chests. 

Among  the  fruits  of  the  Lenten  Devotion  of  our  people  this 
year,  is  the  sum  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars,  given 
toward  painting  and  repairing  the  church  building. 

A  fund,  valued  at  one  thousand  dollars,  has  been  established 
within  the  year  by  a  member  of  the  parish,  the  annual  income 
of  which  will  go  to  the  relief  of  the  poor. 

Under  the  head  of  “communicants  removed”  are  included 
per;  sons  long  connected  with  St.  Paul’s  parish,  who,  without 
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being  formally  transferred,  are  reported  this  year  by  the  Rector 
of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Summerville. 

Since  the  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship  of  the  Church  of  the 
Atonement  I  have  officiated  for  that  parish  on  Sunday  evenings 
once  a  month,  and  performed  other  duties  when  necessary.

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Of  the  above  amounts  Christ  Church  Sewing  Society  have  re¬ 
ported  four  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars,  and  the  Mission 
Sewing  Society  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  dollars  and  thirty- 
five  cents,  as  the  results  of  their  loving  and  patient  industry.  In 
addition  to  valuable  Christmas  and  Easter  gifts  to  his  family,  the 
Rector  acknowledges,  with  special  gratitude,  the  donation  of  a 
valuable  horse.  The  orphans  of  the  Appleton  Church  Home 
have  been  also  liberally  remembered  in  their  Christmas  benefac¬ 
tions. 

This  parish  is  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition.  There 
has  been  a  steady  development  of  its  working  power  in  every 
department  of  Christian  effort.  The  ladies — those  noble  coadju¬ 
tors  of  the  Christian  ministry  everywhere — have  evinced  more 
earnestness  than  ever.  No  report  could  possibly  do  justice  to 
their  devotion  to  the  Church  and  its  best  interests.  Happy 
the  pastor  supported  by  such  faithful  and  skilful  workers. 

The  mission  of  this  parish,  St.  Barnabas,  is  rapidly  developing 
into  congregational  shape  and  proportions.  At  the  present  rate 
of  increase,  another  year’s  work  will  give  us  a  third  church 
organization  in  Macon.  Some  twenty-five  families  and  forty-four 
communicants  have  already  been  collected  upon  this  held.  The 
new  chapel  is  begun.  A  tine  half-acre  lot  has  been  obtained  from 
the  city  at  the  nominal  price  of  thirty  dollars.  A  beautiful  gothic 
design  has  been  adopted,  and  the  committee  trust  to  have  the 
building  ready  for  use  by  September  or  October.  Among  the 
special  pledges  to  this  object  we  mention  a  chancel  window  in 
memoriam ;  a  Bishop’s  chair  by  one  of  the  classes  of  Christ  church 
Sunday  school;  font  by  mission  school;  and  a  communion  table, 
the  last  intended  as  a  memorial  of  that  “  prince  and  great  man,” 
Bishop  Elliott. 

A  chaste  and  appropriate  tablet  has  been  erected  by  the  vestry 
of  Christ  church  to  commemorate  the  excellence  and  worth  of 
their  former  beloved  pastor,  Rev.  J.  A.  Shanklin.  It  enhances 
the  value  of  this  tribute  that,  after  twenty  years,  the  memory  of 
this  good  man  still  survives  fresh  and  fragrant  in  the  hearts  of 
his  parishoners.  The  only  other  churches  of  which  Mr.  Shanklin 
had  been  Rector,  St.  Mary’s  and  St.  Peter’s,  Charleston,  having 
been  destroyed  during  the  war,  it  was  eminently  proper  that 
Christ  church,  Macon,  should  discharge  this  duty  ,  of  loving  re¬ 
membrance. 

The  Rector  has  also  visited  Milledgeville  on  two  occasions 
during  the  year.  He  has  baptized  two  children  at  Marshallville.

I  entered  upon  my  duties  as  Rector  of  tliis  parish  on  the  2Gth 
of  November,  the  Sunday  next  before  Advent,  of  last  year.  The 
above,  however,  are  the  statistics  for  the  entire  Conventional 
year  just  closed.  During  this  period  the  parish  has  suffered 
much  from  loss  of  communicants  by  removal  and  by  death. 
Within  the  last  two  years  forty-nine  have  been  lost  to  the 
parish — a  number  sufficient  to  have  formed  a  parish  of  itself. 
To  this  sore  affliction  has  been  added  a  disappointment  in  carry¬ 
ing  out  their  purpose  of  building  a  more  commodious  church 
edifice — one  more  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  our  holy  religion 
than  the  one  they  now  possess. 

But,  notwithstanding  these  serious  drawbacks,  I  have  found 
them  ever  ready  to  cooperate  with  me  in  every  effort  to  repair 
their  losses  and  advance  the  interests  of  our  Zion  in  this  com- 
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munity.  Organized  work  among  the  poor  and  ignorant,  a  lively 
interest  in  the  Sunday  school,  general  attendance  upon  public 
worship,  and  a  generous  response  to  the  demands  which  the 
Church  has  made  upon  their  sympathy  and  support,  have  given 
me  great  encouragement  in  the  work  upon  which  I  have  entered 
as  their  Hector. 

It  is  matter  of  regret,  however,  that  the  parish  school,  which 
I  found  in  operation  on  my  arrival  in  the  parish,  does  not  elicit 
that  interest  or  receive  that  support  which  the  importance  of 
such  an  institution  demands.  The  average  number  of  pupils'  in 
attendance  during  the  past  year  has  not  exceeded  forty,  and  most 
of  them  in  the  primary  department.  On  the  other  hand,  our 
Sunday  school  is  flourishing,  and  numbers  of  poor  children  are 
being  taught  and  trained  by  faithful  teachers  for  usefulness  in 
the  Church.  These  children  are  now  educating,  by  their  Easter 
offerings,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders — thus  contributing,  in 
their  small  way,  something  toward  the  advancement  of  the  lie- 
dee  me  r’.s  Kingdom. 

The  vestry  have  taken  important  steps  toward  the  building  or 
purchase  of  a  rectory,  and  in  a  short  time  this  desirable  object 
will  be  accomplished. 

On  the  whole,  in  the  midst  of  much  to  depress  there  is  also 
much  to  encourage,  and  the  many  cherished  tokens  of  sympathy 
and  regard  which  I  have  received — among  others,  a  beautiful  and 
valuable  private  communion  service — assure  me  that,  in  my 
labors  among  them,  I  shall  have  the  zealous  cooperation  as  well 
as  the  good  wishes  of  my  parishioners.

The  interior  of  the  church  has  been  greatly  improved  by  the 
addition  of  a  recess  chancel,  with  very  beautiful  stained  glass 
windows,  from  the  factory  of  H.  Sharpe,  New  York.  The  chancel 
furniture  is  very  neat  and  appropriate.  An  organ  room,  thirteen 
and  a  half  by  ten  feet* has  been  added  on  the  east  side  of  the 
chancel,  and  a  robing  room  on  the  west.  The  whole  cost,  includ¬ 
ing  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  reported  last 
year,  was  about  two  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars.  All  the 
repairs  and  improvements  intended  are  not  yet  complete,  as  the 
cost  exceeded  the  estimate,  and  the  vestry  were  wisely  unwilling 
to  incur  debt. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  taste  and  skill  of  Mr.  John  J. 
Nevitt,  architect,  in  the  execution  of  the  work. 

Eighteen  additional  pews  furnish  increased  accommodations 
for  worshippers,  while  the  gallery  has  been  neatly  fitted  up  for 
the  colored  people,  with  a  capacity  of  nearly  one  hundred  sitting. 

Mr.  Lucas  continues  his  very  faithful  and  efficient  labors,  both 
as  assistant  and  missionary,  having  special  charge  of  St.  Mary’s 
chapel. 

Our  services,  both  in  church  and  chapel,  are  well  attended,  and 
by  increasing'  numbers — a  fact  which  augurs  well  for  the  future 
8 
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growth  of  the  church.  There  are  six  ^services  held  every  week, 
including  one  by  a  lay  reader.  During  Lent  we  had  eight,  and 
twelve  in  Passion  week. 

The  population  of  Athens  is  about  four  thousand  eight  hun¬ 
dred,  of  which  one  half  is  white.

The  parish  exhibits  encouraging  evidences  of  growth.  The 
Lenten  services  were  better  attended  than  ever  before,  and  the 
Church,  always  harmonious,  has  become  to  all  appearance  a  unit. 

At  the  parish  meeting  on  Easter  Monday  it  was  unanimously  re¬ 
solved  to  commence  raising  funds  to  build  a  new  church,  to  meet 
the  urgent  demand  for  increased  accommodation. 
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The  Rector  appealed,  in  January  last,  to  the  congregation  to 
replace  the  plated  Communion  service  with  one  of  silver.  There 
was  a  krenerous  response.  Silver  and  gold,  venerable  with  age, 
and  hijlowed  by  sacred  associations  and  blessed  memories  of 
loved  ones  now  in  Paradise,  were  brought  forward.  Our  beloved 
Bishop,  the  former  Rector  of  the  parish,  Rev.  Win.  H.  Clarke, 
and  Mr.  L.  N.  Whittle,  of  Macon,  sent  contributions  ;  and  on 
Easter  Sunday  a  service  made  of  materials  so  sacred  was  offered 
to  God  on  his  altar. 

The  congregation  has  been  spared  any  loss  by  death,  but  have 
to  regret  the  removal  of  one  who  long  tilled  the  office  of  Senior 
Warden  and  endeared  himself  to  the  congregation  by  his  untir¬ 
ing  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  parish,  Dr.  H.  M.  Anderson.

This  parish,  in  consequence  of  the  resignation  of  its  Rector 
last  summer,  was  dependent  for  some  time  upon  such  casual 
services  as  it  could  secure  from  the  clergy  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  city — to  whom  it  is  much  indebted  for  their  pas¬ 
toral  care.  In  August,  however,  it  was  so  fortunate  as  to  obtain 
the  help  of  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Coley,  who  labored  with  great  success 
until  his  return  to  his  own  parish  in  November.  On  the  1st  of 
January,  1872,  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Drysdale  assumed,  at  the  call  of 
the  vestry,  the  charge  of  the  Church  as  assistant  minister,  and 
the  present  Rector  was  permitted  by  the  blessing  of  God  to  join 
him  on  the  1st  of  March,  and  take  part  in  the  good  work  which 
he  was  so  successfully  accomplishing. 

Since  the  last  Convention  the  parish  of  St.  Luke’s,  Atlanta,  has 
been  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Macauley,  and  we  ac¬ 
knowledge  with  pleasure  the  benefit  which  the  city  is  likely  to 
derive  from  the  hearty  cooperation  of  two  parishes  united  in  the 
fellowship  of  the  same  faith,  and  seeking  to  glorify  the  same 
Blessed  Master.  I  am  happy  to  add,  in  this  connection,  that 
many  of  those  noted  in  this  report  as  removed  are  not  lost  to  our 
city  or  Diocese,  but  will  be  found  upon  the  books  of  our  sister 
parish. 

In  January  last  the  Rev.  Mr.  Drysdale,  assisted  by  a  few  earnest 
women  of  this  parish,  established  a  mission  school  in  the  north¬ 
ern  portion  of  the  city — where,  upon  every  Sunday  afternoon, 
they  have  gathered  together  the  uncared-for  children  of  the 
neighborhood,  until  at  this  time  the  school  numbers  sixty-one 
scholars. 

St.  Philip’s  Sunday  school  contributed  its  Easter  offering  to  a 
fund  for  the  erection  of  a  mission  chapel.  One  of  our  most 
devoted  teachers  seconded  this  gift  with  the  handsome  sum 
already  mentioned,  and  a  member  of  the  congregation  has  given 
two  lots,  at  convenient  points  in  the  city,  for  the  erection  of 
schools  or  chapels. 

We  have  also  in  successful  operation  a  ladies’  sewing  society, 
established  with  the  intention  of  erecting  a  parsonage.  The 
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association  lias  funds  for  this  purpose  in  its  possession  not  men¬ 
tioned  in  this  report. 

Within  the  past  month  the  “  Brotherhood  of  St.  Philip  ”  has 
been  organized,  numbering  seventy-two  members,  and  has  se¬ 
cured  a  hall  for  its  meetings — to  be  used,  also,  as  a  parish 
reading-room  and  for  the  transaction  of  all  business  of  a  semi¬ 
secular  character. 

During  the  last  visitation  of  our  Bishop,  at  the  request  of  the 
vestry,  he  addressed  the  congregation  upon  the  subject  of  a 
new  church,  and  we  have  enough  subscribed  to  warrant  our 
laying  the  foundation.  The  work  will  be  carried  forward  from 
time  to  time  as  our  means  will  warrant. 

The  ministers  take  this  opportunity  of  returning  their  thanks 
to  the  congregation  for  their  liberality  and  kindness  exhibited  on 
many  occasions.

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I  beg  leave  to  submit  to  you  (through  the  Bev.  J.  C.  Stanley) 
my  report  of  the  state  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Stephen’s,  Savannah. 

I  took  charge  of  this  parish  on  the  26th  of  December,  1871, 
which  date  my  appointment  bears.  I  regret  that  the  brief  space 
of  time  during  which  I  have  been  in  charge  (a  little  over  four 
months  only)  prevents  my  reporting  with  accuracy  the  true  state 
of  the  parish  in  all  particulars.  Its  general  health  and  vitality, 
however,  are  abundantly  evidenced  by  the  noble  exertions  put 
forth  by  many  to  help  in  the  work.  The  Sacrament  of  the  Holy 
Eucharist  has  been  administered  as  frequently  as  circumstances 
would  admit,  especially  during  the  Lenten  season,  and  these  joy¬ 
ful  opportunities  have  been  embraced  by  a  very  large  majority  of 
the  communicants  with  much  earnestness  and  zeal.  The  Sacra¬ 
ment  of  Holy  Baptism,  too,  is  appreciated  highly,  and  in  this 
parish  the  “  little  ones  ”  are  constantly  being  brought  to  Christ.  I 
feel  great  comfort  and  an  assurance  of  good  things  to  come  from 
the  activity  and  devotion  of  the  members  of  the  Ladies’  Mis¬ 
sionary  society  of  St.  Stephen’s  parish  (lately  organized  and  put 
in  communication  with  the  “  Women’s  department  of  the  Do¬ 
mestic  Board  of  Missions,”  New  York),  who  are  striving  to  bring 
under  the  Church’s  influence  those  who  do  not  know  her.  Daily 
Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  is  established  among  us,  and,  though 
I  regret  to  say  that  this  requirement  of  the  Church  is  not  com¬ 
plied  with  as  well  as  I  wish  (simply  because  it  is  not  customary), 
I  feel  certain  that  the  blessed  privilege  will  be,  after  a  short 
time,  appreciated  and  enjoyed. 

The  Sunday  school  bids  fair  to  prosper.  The  children  are 
interested  in  the  Catechism,  the  Creed,  and  the  Ten  Command¬ 
ments  ;  and  from  this  source  the  Church  may  look  for  great 
results.  Some  one  hundred  and  eighteen  are  enrolled. 

There  is  also  a  parish  school  now  in  operation,  under  the 
direction  of  an  efficient  and  pious  teacher,  superintended  and 
aided  by  myself.  To  this  many  children  from  the  sects  around 
us  flock,  who,  of  course,  attend  the  Sunday  school,  and  are 
gladly  receiving  the  benefits  of  Holy  Baptism.  The  school  num¬ 
bers  one  hundred  and  six,  with  a  daily  average  attendance  of 
eighty.  The  whole  choral  service,  as  prescribed  in  the  Prayer 
Book,  are  a  part  of  the  exercises  of  the  day  school. 

We  have  cause  to  be  thankful  for  this,  and  to  pray  earnestly 
to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  success  in  the  future.

The  annual  reports  from  the  parishes  in  Madison  and  Greens¬ 
boro’,  for  the  last  few  years,  exhibit  a  tardy  but  steady  growth 
of  the  Church  in  those  places.

In  presenting  this  report  to  the  Bishop,  the  Rector  would  state, 
in  behalf  of  the  vestry  and  himself,  that  we  are  more  encouraged 
than  ever  in  viewing  the  condition  and  prospects  of  our  parish. 
We  have  no  rich  men  among  us;  but  all  are  doing  what  they 
can,  and  systematic  offerings  cover  all  the  expenses  of  the  parish. 
Weekly  offerings  for  the  support  of  the  Rector,  monthly  and 
fast-day  offerings  for  the  poor,  quarterly  offerings  for  Diocesan 
missions  and  for  the  Bishop’s  salary,  semi-annual  offerings  for 
contingent  expenses,  and  annual  offering  ordered  by  Convention, 
are  all  placed  upon  the  altar  as  an  act  of  worship  to  the  Master — 
the  free  will  offerings  of  grateful  hearts. 

The  stated  services  of  the  church,  whose  pews  are  free  to  all, 
are:  on  Sundays,  weekly  communion  at  10  a.  m.,  Morning  Praver 
and  sermon  at  11,  a  special  service  for  the  children  in  the  after¬ 
noon,  followed  by  Evening  Prayer  for  all  ;  on  the  chief  festivals, 
two  celebrations  of  Holy  Eucharist,  and  on  the  first  Sunday  in 
the  month  a  celebration  after  Morning  Prayer. 

This  frequent  use  of  the  Holy  Communion  is  gaining  in  the 
practice  and  interest  of  our  people,  and,  we  trust,  telling  upon 
their  daily  Christian  lives. 

If  earnestness  and  reverence  in  worship,  oneness  in  sentiment 
and  feeling,  and  integrity  in  life  are  signs  of  a  healthy  spiritual 
condition,  the  Rector  should  be  very  grateful  to  God  for  his 
blessing.

REPORTS  OF  CONVOCATIONS. 


Rt.  Rev.  John  W.  Beckwith,  D.  D., 

Bishop  of  Georgia: 

Rt.  Rev.  and  dear  Bishop — Ou  the  first  of  June  last  I  resigned 
the  Rectorship  of  St.  Philip’s  parish,  Atlanta,  and  with  my  family 
retired  to  my  plantation  near  Griffin.  For  some  months  before 
my  resignation,  and  ever  since,  the  paralysis  of  my  eyes  has  been 
such  that  my  physicians  have  enjoined  perfect  rest  and  absence 
from  bright  lights. 

This,  I  trust,  will  sufficiently  explain  to  you  and  to  my  brethren 
in  the  ministry  the  cause  of  my  absence  from  the  field  of  active 
work  during  the  greater  part  of  the  past  year. 

I  am  thankful  to  be  able  to  say  that  through  God’s  mercy  my 
sight  has  much  improved  in  the  course  of  the  past  two  months, 
and  at  the  unanimous  request  of  the  vestry  of  St.  Luke’s  church, 
Atlanta,  I  have  taken  charge  of  that  parish  during  the  absence 
of  the  Rector,  Rev.  George  Macauley.  In  performing  these 
services  I  receive  valuable  assistance  from  Judge  Lawrence,  a 
most  excellent  and  acceptable  reader. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state,  in  this  connection,  that  in  sever¬ 
ing  my  relation  with  the  congregation  of  St.  Philip’s  I  had  no 
other  feelings  than  those  of  charity  for  every  communicant 
of  that  parish,  and  surely  the  numerous  and  substantial  dem¬ 
onstrations  of  kindness  made  at  my  departure  were  sufficient 
to  assure  me  of  the  confidence  and  love  of  the  body  of  the 
church,  and  many  from  without.  For  more  than  six  years  I  have 
sown  good  seed  in  that  field,  and  my  prayer  is  that,  when  the 
sowers  and  the  reapers  shall  rejoice  together,  the  harvest  of  that 
sowing  may  be  found  to  be  an  hundred  fold. 

Hoping  that  I  shall  soon  again  be  regularly  employed  in  our 
blessed  Master’s  work,

Dear  Sir — For  the  past  year  I  have  been  prosecuting  the  work 
of  the  missions  in  which  I  was  put  in  charge,  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Atlanta  Convocation.  Little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of 
adding  numbers  to  the  church:  few  have  been  baptized;  none 
confirmed.  But,  notwithstanding  this,  we  sincerely  hope  that 
some  good  has  been  done  within  the  field  of  labor. 

1  have  baptized  four  ;  have  administered  the  Holy  Communion 
nine  times  in  public  and  one  time  in  private.  Have  preached 
sixty-four  sermons,  and  have  delivered  more  than  half  that  num¬ 
ber  of  addresses,  with  immediate  reference  to  the  Church  and 
her  order  and  discipline.  I  have  read  the  services  of  the  Church 
in  whole  or  in  part  about  seventy  times;  have  married  one  couple 
and  buried  one  person. 

The  collections  from  the  several  missionary  stations  will  be 
found  reported  in  their  appropriate  place  in  the  Parochial  reports. 

It  is  proper  for  me  to  say  that  I  have  had  charge  of  the 
churches  in  Cartersville,  Cave  Spring,  Dalton,  and  Kingston  only 
since  January  last.  Previous  to  my  connection  with  these 
churches  I  was  interested  in  presenting  the  claims  of  the  Church 
in  various  other  towns  on  the  line  of  the  Western  and  Atlantic 
railroad.  There  is  some  prospect  of  building  up  the  Church  in 
Calhoun,  Adairsville,  and  Acworth,  each  of  which  places  I  have 
been  in  the  habit  of  visiting  for  the  past  year.  The  main  difficulty 
iu  the  way  is  the  want  of  some  suitable  place  in  which  to  hold 
services.

I  refer  to  a  report  of  ministerial  work  made  to  the  Convention 
of  1872,  inadvertently  omitted  from  the  Journal,  embracing  my 
resignation  of  the  Parishes  of  LaGrange  and  N  ewnan,  at  your 
own  request,  predicated  upon  my  physical  inability  to  continue 
my  clerical  duties.  At  my  request  you  appointed  me  a  general 
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missionary  of  the  Church.  In  this  capacity  I  officiated  at  \\  est 
Point  and  organized  an  interesting  parish  not  yet  reported  to  the 
Convention.  In  that  report  I  draw  attention  to  my  successful 
visit  to  the  North,  under  your  sanction,  to  collect  funds  to  re¬ 
build  my  residence  in  Marietta.  Under  pressure  of  necessity  I 
was  compelled  to  use  a  portion  of  the  funds  thus  obtained,  ti  list¬ 
ing  to  the  provisions  for  the  disabled  clergy  made  by  the  Conven¬ 
tion  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia  to  refund  the  amount  thus  expend¬ 
ed.  In  which  I  am  thus  far,  to  a  great  extent,  disappointed. 

Since  the  last  Convention  I  have  been  unable  to  officiate  pub¬ 
licly.

The  Dean  of  the  Savannah  Convocation  respectfully  reports 
that  most  of  the  clergy  of  this  convocational  district  live  at  such 
great  distances  from  each  other  that  they  can  not  have  frequent 
meetings  without  too  much  cost.  They  have  had  but  one  meet¬ 
ing  since  the  last  Convention.  This  was  at  Darien,  on  the  17th 
of  April,  at  the  time  of  the  consecration  of  St.  Andrew’s  church. 

The  general  missionary,  the  Rev.  Air.  Dunlop,  is  laboring  at 
several  points  in  the  district  zealously,  acceptably,  and  success¬ 
fully.  His  report  to  the  Bishop  will,  no  doubt,  show  something 
of  the  work  he  has  done. 

The  expediency  of  employing  a  general  missionary  to  labor 
thus  among  the  scattered  sheep  seems  to  be  very  manifest.  The 
only  drawback  to  the  entirely  satisfactory  working  of  the  plan  is 
the  want  of  more  funds.  May  God  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  His 
people  to  supply  these.

Bishop  of  Georgia: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  doings  of  the 
Augusta  Convocation  during  the  last  conventional  year: 

June  19th,  1871, 1  assisted  the  Bishop  in  Morning  Service,  and 
presented  one  candidate  for  confirmati-.  n,  at  Waynesboro’. 

July  22d  and  24th,  the  Bishop  and  four  other  clergymen  met 
in  Athens  and  held  services  in  Emmanuel  church  and  St.  Mary’s 
chapel.  At  this  meeting  the  Rev.  H.  E.  Lucas  was  elected  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Convocation,  in  place  of  the  Rev.  H. 
A.  Skinner,  resigned  and  removed. 

For  the  half-year  before  he  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  the 
Church  of  the  Atonement,  Augusta,  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Hunter 
officiated  monthly  in  Washington,  and  during  the  summer  I 
officiated  monthly  in  Sparta,  our  places  in  Augusta  being  sup¬ 
plied  by  the  late  Rev.  John  Neely. 

No  meeting  took  place  in  October. 

The  Convocation  was  summoned  to  meet  the  Bishop  in  Wash¬ 
ington  during  the  winter,  but  only  one  member,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Lucas,  attended.  Two  days  after,  four  members  met  in  Augusta 
to  consider  the  condition  of  the  district  and  discuss  ways  and 
means  for  carrying  forward  our  work. 

April  16th,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Lucas,  Weed,  and  myself  met  in 
Washington,  holding  three  services  and  celebrating  the  Lord’s 
Supper.  While  there,  we  also  conferred  with  the  vestry  of  the 
Church  of  the  Mediator,  at  their  request,  and  approved  their 
purpose  to  purchase  a  lot  and  school  house  for  the  use  of  the 
church. 

April  18th  and  19th,  the  members  above  named,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Knowles,  who  preached  the  opening  sermon,  held 
three  services  in  Sparta,  including  the  Holy  Communion. 

An  expression  of  respect  for  the  memory  of  the  late  Rev.  John 
Neely  was  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  placed  on  the  register  of 
the  Convocation. 

Only  five  clergymen  now  reside  within  the  bounds  of  this  Con¬ 
vocation,  all  of  whom  are  closely  occupied  in  parish  work,  and 
quite  unable  to  undertake  missionary  labor  to  any  considerable 
extent,  and  I  trust  that  at  least  two  additional  clergymen  may  be 
furnished  at  an  early  day. 

.After  a  second  year’s  experience,  I  desire  to  record  my  convic¬ 
tion  that  our  Diocesan  Canon,  Of  Missions,  is  sufficient  for  the 
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Church  work  which  lies  before  us,  if  men  and  means  can  be  had 
to  vitalize  its  provisions.

The  presiding  officer  of  the  Macon  district  would  respecfully 
report : 

That  the  removal  of  ministers  from  the  district  has  left  us 
during  the  year  too  few  in  numbers  to  come  together  as  a  Convo¬ 
cation. 

Three  special  missionary  visitations  or  missions  have  been 
held.  One  at  Americus,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  to  ascer¬ 
tain  if  four  hundred  dollars  could  be  raised  for  the  alternate 
services  of  a  missionary.  After  a  series  of  services,  the  result 
was  the  securing  of  eight  hundred  dollars  and  the  permanent 
services  of  the  missionary  sent  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  church 
edifice  completed  and  furnished.  The  mission  at  Hawkins- 
ville  resulted  in  the  building  of  a  neat  church,  to  seat  four 
hundred  and  fifty;  the  establishment  of  regular  services  by  a 
lay  reader;  the  organization  of  a  parish,  and  the  pledge  of  two 
hundred  dollars  and  the  board  of  a  missionary  as  soon  as  one 
can  be  obtained.  Even  without  a  Convocation,  therefore,  we  feel 
that  something  has  been  done  for  missionary  operations  by  the 
district  system. 

We  trust  the  coming  year  will  show  more  frequent  missions, 
sustained  by  all  the  clergy,  and  greater  results.

Rt.  Rev.  J.  W.  Beckwith,  D.  D. : 

As  Dean  of  the  Atlanta  Convocation,  I  beg  leave  respectfully 
to  report  that  the  Convocation  has  held  four  meetings  during  the 
past  year:  in  July  at  Newnan,  in  November  at  Cave  Spring,  in 
January  at  Dalton,  in  April  at  Rome. 
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At  Newnan  you  were  present,  and  can,  therefore,  best  judge  of 
the  effect  of  the  Convocation  on  the  community. 

At  Dalton  we  met  at  the  most  inclement  season  of  one  of  the 
severest  winters  ever  known  in  Georgia,  and  were  compelled  to 
adjourn. 

At  Cave  Spring  I  have  the  assurance  of  persons,  both  within 
and  without  the  Church,  that  we  were  enabled  to  disseminate 
much  valuable  information  in  regard  to  the  Church. 

At  Rome  the  missionary  meeting  very  much  increased  the 
interest  in  the  cause  of  missions  in  this  portion  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Convocation  has  raised,  during  the  past  year,  one  hundred 
and  twenty  dollars.  It  has  been  devoted  to  paying  the  expenses 
of  the  clergy  attending  Convocation,  and  also  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  efficient  missionary  of  Convocation,  the  Rev.  S.  J. 
Pinkerton.  Had  the  Convocation  not  existed,  it  would  have  been 
well  nigh  impossible  for  this  most  valuable  missionary  to  have 
continued  in  the  held.  For,  although  he  receives  a  stipend  from 
the  Missionary  fund,  it  has  been  so  irregularly  paid  that  he  would 
have  been  unable  to  keep  his  appointments.  The  results  of  his 
labors  will  be  found  in  his  Parochial  report. 

Plans  had  been  adopted  for  a  systematic  examination  of  the 
whole  held,  but  the  limited  amount  of  money  at  our  command 
rendered  it  impossible  to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the 
clergy,  and  the  plan  had  to  be  abandoned. 

Very  much  less  has  been  accomplished  than  we  hoped;  but 
when  we  consider  the  limited  means  at  our  disposal,  and  the  few 
laborers,  we  are  prepared  to  thank  God  and  take  courage.
